Bill Equalizing Women’s Rights 
In Citizenship Becomes Law 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22. — The 
Cable bill, designed to equalize natur- 
alization’ and citizenship rights of 
women with those of men, was ap- 
proved today by President’ Harding. 

Under its provisions an American 
woman will not lose her United States 
citizenship on marriage to an alien, 
and an alien woman will be required 
to qualify for naturalization indepen- 
dent of her husband. 

The pen with which the President 
signed the bill was presented to Maud 
Wood Park, President of the Nation- 
al League of Women Voters, in recog- 
nition of her work in support of the 
measure.

The picked him up, 
placed him in an automobile and rushed | 
him to the Easton Hospital, where he 
is now receiving medical treatment. He 
had recently recovered from the effects 
of several surgical operations and could 
not withstand the rough handling which | 
he received at the hands of his tor- 
mentors. 

According to the story, as learned by | 
the Easton police, Cunningham and the 
other occupants of East Hall, one of the 
dormitories, were aroused shortly aftef 
they had retired, were directed to put 
on a few old clothes and esch was told} 
to take a pillow case with him. They | 
were then led out by men wearing | 
masks and taken to Centre Square, 
where each wes .called.on to give bis 
prep school yéll and to sing a 
When Cunningham could not sing they} 
paddled him. Then the pillow cases | 
were tied over the victims’ heads and | 
they were led along the North Dela- 
ware River Road. Here Cunningham | 
was laid on the grass, he says, and was | 
kicked and struck by the hazers. He 
was told that if he moved he would be 
rolled into the water, which he*could | 
hear near by. There the hazers left 
him. 

After working for some time he man- 
aged to free his hands, which had been | 
tied behind him, and then removed the 
pillow slip from his head. He rose and 
tried to reach the centre of the city, but | 
collapsed near the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association Building, where he was 
found.

Pelle’s Mission Not a Success. 


General Pelle, the French High Com- 
missioner here, returned yesterday from 
his mission to Smyrna. It is understood 
that he had little success in his attempt. 
to persuade Mustapha Kemal Pasha of 
the inexpediency of crossitig the Straits 
and occupying Thrace. It is believed 
that Kemal pointed out that observance 
of the neutrality of the Straits by the 
Nationalists could be predicated only 
upon adequate guarantees from the 
Alles that Thrace would be restored to 
Turkey. 

The question of Constantinople was 
not discussed at the conference, as the 
Allies were understood to have settled 
that issue in favor of the Turks at the 
conferences in London and Paris last 


Spring. 

The British forces are working day 
and night digging trenches at Chanak, 
Beikos and other vital points in tke 
Asiatic area. Additional British troops 
have arrived in the Bosporus. 

A pessimistic view of the present situ- 
ation is taken in Turkish Nationalist 
circles here. It was declared yesterday 
that, unless the Kemalists received 
assurances and guarantees from. the 
Allies within forty-eight hours that the 
question of the. disposition of Thrace 
would be settled in favor of the Turks, a 
serious situation would arise and it 
would be impossible to restrain the for- 
ward march of their army. 

At the same time, however, it was 
stated that the Angora ' Government 
would agree to negotiations and suspend 
the movement of its troops provided the 
European powers furnished serious guar- 
antees as to Thrace.

Kemalists Massing on Chanak Front. 
LONDON, Sept. 22 (Associated Press). 
—The Kemalist forces are rapidly in- 
creasing on the Chanak frontier, but 
have not committed any overt ucts of 
hostility, says a Reuter dispatch from 
Constantinople, dated Friday. 
Trustworthy reports say that a still 
more serious concentration is occurring 
at Ismid, to which region Mustapha Ke-

SMYRNA CONDITIONS WORSE. 


Relief Director Cables that Death 
Rate Among Refugees Is High. 


The Near East Relief announced here 
yesterday that H. C, Jacquith, its di- 
rector in Smyrna, had reported by cable 
that conditions In the burned city were 
rapidly growing worse, that the death 


rate among refugees was high, that 
the city was without water, and that 
many, persons held by the ‘Turks for 
deportation were going insane under 
the strain. 

‘‘ Smyrna deportations continue,” said 
the cablegram. ‘The piight of the 
refugees is made worse by the stop- 
page of the water supply due to the 
disabling of the waterworks. This had 
caused suspension of the American re- 
lief bakeriles. Relief workers have ap- 
pealed to Constantinople to rush bread 
and hardtack. Deplorable sanitary con- 
ditions exist in the Bolchova refugee 
camp, in the rear of the ruined city, 
where many aged refugees are dying 
of exhaustion. 

‘* Large numbers of refugees, ignorant 
of the fate of their relatives during the 
nightmare through which they have 
passed, are going insane. Others, feel- 
ing that they will be the next to be 
removed into the interior, where certain 
death awaits them, are breaking from 
their guards and are committing suicide 
by throwing themselves into the sea.’

Hall and Mrs. Mills from the automo- 
bile, This theory is based partly on the 
fact that the bullet holes in the heads 
of the two entered high up in the head 
and took a downward course. The de- 
duction is that the person who fired the 
shots stood up in an automobile and 
fired downward at the rector and his 
companion. 

Detectives have been eeerching De 
Russy'’s Lane and the lane that leads 
from this road to the tree under which 
the bodies were found for evidence to 
locate the spot where the killings took 
place.. No signs of a struggle have been 
found. It is believed that if there was 
no struggle the scratches on the face and 
neck of the woman and on thé arms of 
the minister and the tears in the back 
of the rector’s coat may have been made 
after death.

@ voluminous correspondence relating to 
charges by John Skelton Williams of 
Richmond, Va., former Controller of the 
Currency, against the members of the 
Federal Reserve Board. The main charge 
was that the.board had made. extrava- 
gant increases of salaries. 

The correspondence began with a let- 
ter to Senator Smoot from Mr. Williams, 
dated Aug. 21, 1922, in which the latter 
alleged that ‘‘in the twelve months be- 
ginnning June 30, 1922, the twelve Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks did a smaller busi- 
ness than in 1918. The average amount 
held for the twelve months ended June 
30, 1922, was about $250,000,000 less than 
for the calendar year 1918, and yet the 
official reports just published show that 
the twelve Reserve Banks paid out in sal- 
aries for the twelve months ended June 
80, 1922, the huge sum og $19,987,559, an 
increase over the calendar year 1918, 
when business in the most important de- 
partments was larger than it was in the 
last twelve months, of $15,219,110.’’ 

Mr. Williams followed this with the 
charge that the increase in salaries 
alone in the Federal Reserve Banks in 
the twelve months prior, as compared 


, with the calendar year 1918, amounted to 


more than three times the total com- 
bined salaries paid in the past year to 
all members of the United States Sen- 
ate, all members of the United States 
House of Representatives, the President 
of the United States, the Vice President, 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
all members of the Supreme Court, all 
United States Circuit Judges, all mem- 
bers of the President's Cabinet, all mem- 
bers of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, all members of the Federal 
Trade Commission, all members cf the 

Var Finance Commission, the General 
of the army and the Admiral of the 
navy. | 

In 1918, Mr. Williams continued, the 
total amount of salaries officially re- 
orted as paid by the twelve Reserve | 
3anks amounted to $4,768,449. { 

Edmund Platt of Poughkeepsie, Vice! 
Governor of the Reserve Board, an-|P 
awered the charges in a letter to Senator | } 
Smoot dated Sept. 15. Mr. Platt said | 
it was difficult to characterize Mr. en | 
liams’s comparison ‘‘ without describing 
it as deliberately dishonest.’’ He as-! 
gerted that Mr. Williams ‘ has deliber- | 
ately omitted from the salaries paid in | 
1918 all of the salaries paid for the hand- | 
ling of Liberty bonds, Treasury cer- | 
tificates and fiscal agency work, al-/| 
though he cites the fact that there was 
a tremendous amount of such work, now | 
much reduced.’’ According to the Vice 
Governor “‘ the salaries paid by the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks in 1918 were §$10,- 
281,000, or more than twice the $4,768,449 | 
given in Williams’s letter.’’ He further | 
a@verred that ‘‘ practically all of the in-! 
creases of salaries of Federal Reserve 
bank officers from 1918 to the present | 
were made before March, 1921, and not 3 
single one of them was opposed or voted 
against by Wiliiams.”’ 

The Vice Governor stated that the

** since the exit of Williams’ were re- 
adjustments in the salaries of clerks 
and lower paid employes incidental to 
the abolition of war bonuses, increase | 
in the cost of living and incidental to |

Reduction of Five Cents a Thou- 
sand-Cubic Feet Is Ordered 
by Service Board. 


STANDARD ALSO CHANGED

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 22.—A reduc- 
tion of 5 cents a thousand cubic feet 
in gas rates in more than sixty cities 
and towns of New York State was or- 
dered today by the Public Service Com- 
mission. Twenty-three companies sup- 
plying gas to municipalities are affected 
by the order, which becomes operative 
on Oct. 15. A change in the standard 
of gas to 637 British thermal units also 
is directed. 

The reductions ordered today, coupled 
with those ordered a week ago in 
Rochester, Syracuse and other up-State 
cities, affect twenty-eight gas com- 
panies. 

A statement by the commission, an- 
nouncing the reduction in rates and the 
reduction in the number of thermal 
units, said that the reduction in the 
thermal units, on the average, accounted 
for about one-half the reduction ordered 
in the rates. 

“The saving through 
varies in different companies, but the 
average would be about 2% cents a 
thousand cubic feet,” the statement 
says. ‘‘ This is only one-half of the 
reduction of 5 cents which is ordered 
by the commission, so that the public 
is getting the’ entire 
saving in the change in standard and 
an additional saving as well.”’

Con- 
nolly of Queens charged the commission 
with having approved contracts for 
stations to accommodate cars nine feet 
wide, the width of the Interborough 
cars, when it knew that the B. R. T. 
cars were ten feet wide. Controller 
Craig said it would cost $107,570 to make 
the changes, and added that the com- 
mission had made a costly mistake.

LONDON, Sept. 22,—Sir Charles Sant- 
ley, for decades probably the best known 
and most popular baritone singer on the 
English concert and oratorio stage, died 
at his home here yesterday in his 80th 
year. He was widely known in America, 
not only through Americans who heard 
him frequently in London, but through 
very successful tours in opera and con- 
cert he made to the United States in 
1871l,and 1891 when at the height of his 
career, 

Santley was born in Liverpool Feb. 28, 
1834, and made his first appearance on 
the concert stage, except for student per- 
formances, in 1857, when he sang in 
England in ‘' The Creation,’’ 
first operatic appearance was in 
noreh ’’ at Covent Garden in 185y. 

Colonel Mapleson then engaged him for 
two years and he appeared at Her Maj- 
esty’s Theatre with Tietjens and other 
great artists in 1862. He remained in 
Colonel Mapleson’s company ftfll 1887, 
one of his greatest successes being in 
Mozart’s ‘‘ Bon Giovanni.’’ 


He had a long and successful career 
in opera, but his most marked achieve- 
ment was as a concert and oratorio 
singer, and from the '60s to early in the 
present century bis place on the English 
oratorio and concert stage was a most 
important one. On the production of 
“Faust ’’ in England in 1863 he san 
Valentine with such success that Gouno 
wrote the song, ‘‘Even the Bravest 
Heart ’’ especially for him. 

Sir Charles was knighted in 1907, when 
the ‘‘ jubilee ’’ of his artistic career was 
cetebrated in London. \He composed 
several orchestral works, a mass and 
other church music, and was the author 
of ‘‘ The Singing Master’’ and ‘ The 
Art of Singing.”’

inating strikes. The President will se- 
lect these five members by .recess ap- 
pointment.

House of Deputies and House of Bishops 
of the Episcopal Convention today voted 
not to enter into constituent relations 
with the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, thereby making null 
the action of the House of Pishops on 
Wednesday. The resolution for joining 
the federation was lost by one-half a 
vote in the House of Deputies after a 
hot debate. 


The Rev. Dr. William H. Van Allen 


of Boston, who led the fight against 
joining the council, moved that the 
existing relations with it be continued 
for the next triennium and that a 
joint commission of three Bishops, three 
clergymen and three laymen be ap- 
pointed to take up the whole matter 
and report at the next convention. This 
resulted in the Deputies sending the 
resolution back tc the Bishops. 

Late in the afternoon the bishops 
concurred with the Deputies in the 
decision to remain out of the Council, 
but the resolution, as finally passed by 
both houses, was to continue contact 
with the Council through the commis- 
sions on social service and church 
unity and said ‘*‘we appeal to our 
people to make financial contributions to 
the council.’’ 

Bishop Manning of New York was 
elected President of the joint Commis-

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 22.—Figures 
compiled by the local Police Department 
tend to prove that Johnstown is on one 
grand drunk, as is claimed by Mayor 
Joseph Cauffiel-and others. These f'g- 
ures show that drunkenness is ore 
prevalent in the city now than in the 
days befdre prohibition. August, 1918, 
had thirty-six arrests for drunkenness 


and associated charges, while August of 
this year had double that figure. 

Police officials say that 90 per cent, of 
those arrested now are of the crazy va- 
riety, not the peaceful old soaks of 
former years. This they blame on the 
poison sold over the bars. Anonymous 
letters swamp Mayor Cauffiel’s office 
calling upon him to investigate and close 
the ‘‘ blind tigers,’’ but the Mayor says 
he is through closing the saloons. ‘‘ Let 
the Federal agents do it,’ he _ says.

William H. Brinton of New Jer- 
sey Arrested With Four Oth- 
ers on Conspiracy Charge. 


SEIZED LIQUOR STOLEN 


Men Accused of Robbing Govern- 
ment Warehouse Wher®t Results 
of Raids Were Stored. .

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept. 22.— 
William H. Brinton, Federal Prohibition 
Group Captain for South Jersey, was ar- 
rested late this afternoon on a Federal 
warrant charging conspiracy to ‘‘ steal 
and embezzle’’ whisky and alcohol 
seized in liquor raids from the Govern- 


ment warehouse here. He was held in 
5,000 bail 2c7 a hearing before United 
states Commissioner John E. Iszard on 
Oct. 17, 

David Podolnick, druggist, 1,129 Arctic 
Avenue, was held in the same bail. 
Samuel Massey, Charles Jordan and 
Winfiéld Hickman, arrested as alleged 
co-conspirators, were held in $2,500 bail 
each. Podolnick was the only defendant 
to waive a hearing at the preliminary 
arraignment this afternoon before Com- 
missioner Isgard. The other hearings 
will bé held with that of Brinton. 

The warrants were sworn out by Assis- 
tant United States District Attorney 
Frederick A. Pearsa, who said that Mas- 
sey, Jordan and Hickman were used as 
‘* tools ’’’ by Brinton. ~ 

W. Lindley Jeffers, a young Atlantic 
City lawyer, furnished bonds of $17,500 
for the five men. 

The arrest of Brinton has caused a 
sensation in political circles here follow- 
ing so closely the recent charges against 
Benjamin Nusbaum and Samuel Barab, 
county detectives, taken into custody 
last week as members of an alleged 
rum-smuggling ring. Brinton has long 
been a friend of politicians and played 
an important part in Republican or- 
ganization politics in the Fourth Ward. 
According to Ass{istant District Attor- 
ney Pearse, the specific charge against 
Brinton is that with others he robbed 
the warehouse where liquor seized in 
raids by prohibition agents had been 
stored. The date given in the warrant 
was last March, but it was intimated 
by .the Government agents that other 
charges may be lodged.

The principal seconding speech will be 
made by an equally prominent Demo- 
crat from up State.’’ 

Thus leaving everything to guesswork, 
several guessers got busy and figured 
out that the up-State Democrat Mr. 
Conners had in mind was ex-Governor | 
Martin H. Glynn. who has been men- 
tioned not infrequently as a possible 
running mate for Mr. Hearst on the 
Democratic ticket in the event that the 
big prize of the convention should go to 
the former Independence League leader. 
When Hearst ran for Governor in 1906 
Mr. Glynn, .then in Europe, was nomi- 
nated by both the Independence League 


and the Democratic Party for State 
Controller. He never has gone back 
on Hearst.

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TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


A Day of Uncertain Movements. 


The movement of prices in the Stock 
Exchange in the main was again irreg- 
ular, the tactics of the professional ele- 
ments of the previous day having been 
repeated, but moat issues closed firm 


and with net gains for the day. With 
the exception of a few issues such as 
Standar of New Jersey, Southern 
Pacific, American Woolen, Gulf States 
Steel, International Paper, Marine pre- 
ferred and a few others net gains were 
confined to fractions. At the start, the 
market was distinctly weak. This weak- 
ness continued until about noon, when 
a rally set in which carried prices to 
around the closing level of the previous 
day. In the early afternoon further ir- 
regularity was witnessed, but as the 
session drew to a close another recovery 
occurred, which carried those stocks re- 
cently under pressure to above Thurs- 
day’s closing levels.

“ Running Around in Circles.” 


The multitude of people who watch 
the market day in and day out, and 
who either ‘‘ trade” or sit in chairs and 
watch the blackboard, have been, con- 
fused by the developments of the last 
two weeks, and the professionals are in 
no better shape, so far as the immedi- 


ate future of the market is concerned. 
They are described as running around 
in circles. ‘The question to be decided 
is whether the reaction is over and the 
uptrend to be continued, or whether 
the long upswing has been brought to 
a definite halt, all of the good ‘things 
of 1922 having been definitely dis- 
counted. Not much light on the subject 
is to be gleaned from the brokerage 
house comment. Taken as a whole it is 
exceedingly noncommittal, expressing 
hope rather than belief. The speculator 
is confronted by a peculiar situation; on 
the favorable side he has the death of 
the bonus bill, the end of the strikes, 
better business, and the fact that stocks 
have for many weeks exhibited unmis- 
takable signs of accumulation. On the 
other hand, there is his positive knowl- 
edge that some, at least, of the market 
leaders have ‘‘ turned’ and are selling 
stocks, that the foreign. situation is a 
sword of Damocles always overhanging, 
and that the pursedstrings of the money 
market have been tightened. 


Standard Oil of New Jersey. 


Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
was one of the features of the listed 


Standard stocks yesterday, gaining 3% 
points net and selling within striking 
distance of the high level of the year. 
The rise in the stock, according to Wall 
Street opinion, is based upon the belief 
that the company probably within the 
next six months will make an extra 
distribution either in the form of a stock 
dividend or in cash. The report was also 
circulated that the company contemplat- 
ed a readjustment of the capitalization 
and increasing it to $1,000,000,000. This 
was officially denied by the company, 
but W all Street paid little attention to 
the denial on the ground that it only 
covered recapitalization and did ‘not 
touch on the reports regarding an extra 
distribution.

Steel Prices Continue to Advance. 


The average price of eight leading 
steel products, according to the quota- 
tions in The Iron Age, is now $52.55 a 


ton, a new high record for the year and 
an advance of 82 cents over the average 
of $51.73 last week. Compared with the 
low point of the year last February 
there has been an advance of $10.48 a 
ton from the average of $42.12 prevailing 
at that time. Two reasons were ad- 
vanced for the sharp gain in some prod- 
ucts witnessed during the last week. 
One was the pending increases in steel 
wages. The Steel Corporation and inde- 
pendent companies granted a voluntary 
increase of 20 per cent. in wages 
effective Sept. 1, but in spite of 
this a shortage of labor still exists and 
further increases are expected. Higher 
prices are believed to be discounting 
this possible development.

The Perverse German Mark. 


Dbspite the tremendous bulk of the 
German circulation, Berlin bankers con- 
tinue to demonstrate the fact that they 


are past masters at foreign exchange. 
In a week in which there have been 
crowded an international crisis, an in- 
crease in the German bank rate and a 
further tremendous outpouring of Ger- 
man currency the mark not only has 
held steady, but has even advanced, and 
it is not too much to say that some of 
the speculators who sold marks around 
the level of six one-hundredths, ex- 
pecting to ‘‘cover’’ at three or four 
on the swing downward which was an- 
ticipated, are watching the foretien ex- 
change market with somethin of 
chagrin.

SEES BUSINESS MENDING. 


Francis H. Sisson Commends Presl- 
dent for Vetoing Bonus Bill. 


Francis H. Sisson, Vice President of 
the Guaranty Trust Company, in an ad- 
dress last ‘night at the annual dinner 
of the Huntifigton Association at Hunt- 
ington, L. I., declared that business had 
reached a turning point and held out 
promise of sustained progress. 

‘“‘The strike settlements, while bring- 
ing peace to industrial interests, should 
not mislead us into expecting an un- 
duly large degree of prosperity,’’ he said. 
‘* Peace with labor will accelerate pro- 
duction to make up for tbe curtailment 
which the strikes inflicted, but there 


will be no justification for misinter- 
preting such speeding up as the pre- 
cursor of a boom. 

‘* A favorable factor which should be 
singled out for special, emphasis is the 
removal of the menace of the soldiers’ 
bonus. President Harding deserves the 
commendation not only of business men 
but also of all sensible citizens for his 
courageous stand in vetoing the Bonus 
bill, which would have imposed a tre- 
mendous additional burden on _ the 
already heavily burdened taxpayers of 
this country. 

‘*The effect of the new Tariff law 
upon business is problematical. How it 
will affect our foreign debtors is also 
seriously to be considered, especially as 
the continued unsettled condition of Eu- 
rope is a matter of grave concern to us.”’

The Bethlehem Steel Corporation, as a

The Bethlehem originated in 
steel circles following the announcement 
by the Consolidated Steel Corporation | 
that it would liquidate and that it had 
already ceased selling steel for foreign! 
account in the name of independent 
companies. The Consolidated Corpora- 
tion handled the export business of 
about eleven companies, but “following 
the merger of the Bethlehem-Lhkcka- 
wanna companies and the contemplated 
merger of Midvale-Republic and Inland, 
it expected to lose the business of the 
larger of the companies. 

The merger of Bethlehem and Lacka- 
Wanna not only greatly increased the 
capacity of the organization, but has 
added considerably to the number of 
products produced. Wire and wire nails 
are about the only products not pro-} 
duced, but it has been reported that! 
eventually Bethlehem would take over 
one of the larger wire companies to 
round out its production pregram and 
Piace it on a par with the Steel Corpora- 
tion. 

The diversity of the products manufac- 
tured by the consolidated company 
gives it a strong position in the export 
field and the steel trade has long been 
discussing the export value of the mer- 
ger.

ON NEAR EAST NEWS 


} Chicago Hears of Millions of 
Bushels of Futures Held for 


European Demand. 


Special to The New York Times, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22—Warlike  de- 


VYelopments in the Near East’ carried 
Wheat prices 3@3'4 cents here and 3%@ 
4% at Winnipeg, to a new high upward 
turn—the highest since early in August. 
At the outside figures wheat showed 
9% to 11% cents; corn, 4@4% cents, and 
Oats, 24%405% cents from the .iow point 
of last week, which many local traders 
and commission houses said was suffi- 
cient for the time being, and heavy 
profit-taking developed in all pits, mak- 
ing the finish on a sharp reaction, with 
wheat 1%@2 cents higher, while corn 
Was unchanged to % cents higher and 
Oats 4@% cents higher. 

It is estimated that 
exporters have bought millions of 
bushels of wheat future at Winnipeg 
and Chicago since the war scare started 
and are in a position to do a big ex- 
port business if the demand from abroad 
improves. There were indications of 
some uneasiness in Europe and the sea- 
board wired that they had numerous 
requests for offers. 

Sentiment in all grains is decidedly 
mixed, and while there may be a sharp 
advance tomorrow if the foreign situa- 
tion continues serious it is not expected 
to hold, as few of the local traders 
would care to go home long over Sun- 
day. The technical position of the mar- 
ket has been weakened by the advance, 
and the reaction from the top today 
was not surprising. Flour demarid in 
the Northwest and Southwest was _ bet- 
ter. Activity in the grain markets is 
being reflected in provisions. Foreign 
and domestic demand bas improved 

‘ greatly. 

Primary arrivals of wheat today were 
2,146,000 bushels; a week ago, 2,202,000; 
last year, 1,730,000. Shipments were 
1,247,000 bushels; a week ago, 1,373,000; 
last year, 939,000.

with houses larger than that,’’ he said,

order he gives. Further than this, he is 
less likely to back out of any, contract 
he makes. I have found him unwilling 
to risk a suit at law because the ex- 
pense would not warrant it, even if he 
should win.

'Schecls Fix Tuition Payment in 


Rye—Doctors Ask Farm Pro- 
duce for Calls. 


WEIMAR, Germany, Sept. 22 (Associ- 
ated Press).—Barter is replacing the 
usé of money in various parts of Ger- 
many &s a result of the serious deprecia- 
tion of the mark. 

The Weimar board governing the ag- 
ricultural schools at Triptis and Mark- 
suhl has fixed the tuition for the Winter 
term in rye igstead of in money. Thur- 
ingians will pay one and one-half cent- 
ners (hundredweights) for the semester |

The Saxon Thuringlan Power Company ; 
at Auma has announced that it will 
gladly receive, instead of cash, ten eggs, 
three pounds of wheat flour or a quarter 
of a centner of potatoes for each kilo- 
watt hour of electricity consumed. 

Naumburg and Braunschweig phy- 
sicians state that henceforth al) rural 
patients will be expected to pay for 
medical attention in produce at its pre- 
war cost. The prewar price of bread 
was recently fixed by Magdeburg doctors 
as a basis of payment. 

In 1914 a physician’s call cost about 
5 marks. At that time this would buy 
ten loaves of bread or three pounds of 
butter. The same quality of bread is 
now selling for 100 marks a loaf and 
butter is retailing at 860 marks a pound. 
Thus the prewar fee in bread today 
would be the equivalent of 1,000 marks 
and in butter 1,080 marks.
